these timea tend to avoid 
hospitalisation ond prefer 
to be trented at home, That 
ix not hard to believe. 


OR individuals who can 
claim no indemnity from 
insurance schemes or com- 
pany medical benefits 
schemes, the prospect of 
xoing to hospital cannot 
even be considered unless 
their condition in 
despernte as {to warrant 
immediate treatment avail- 
able only at « hospital. 
Why? Because the = fees 
are so extraordinarily high. 
The Matilda  nauthoritles 
point out that institutions 
like their’s, recelving no 
rant and operating on 4 
non-profit making — basis, 
cannot hope to be — self. 
supporting without tho 
advantage of numbers and 
high charges, 


At present under these some- 
what) trying circumstances 
the hospital is incurring an 
annual deficit of $260,000 
and the appeal underlined 
the Matilda's — dilemma-— 
unless public donations are 
forthcoming in a aufficient 
quantity, it “cannot for lot 
continue Its services to the 
community.” The warning 
is quite clear, Unless the 
public help bridge the 
Matildo’s annual deficit 
there will be only one major 
hospital serving the apecial 
needs of the community on

Washington, Mar. 13. 

Open demands are now being made 
on Capitol Hill for seizure of the ‘Finnish 
tanker Aruba which is steaming across 
the Indian Ocean with 13,000 tons of 
paraffin (readily described as jet aviation 
fuel) for delivery to the Chinese Com- 
munists.

Senator McClellan, who succeéded Sénator McCaithy 
as Chairmtin’ of the Senate’ Investigations :-Committee- 
has denounced’ the “failure of the government to’ do 
something about this most ‘disgraceful situation,” and 
promises to reopen his commiltee’s enquiry into trade 
between the Western nations and the Chinese main- 
land. , 

The volume of this trade last year, he protests, was 
greater than at any time since 1950, Vessels belonging 
to the allies of the United States had in 1954 made 1,470 
calls in and out of Communist ports carrying a gross cargo 
of 8,878,000 tons. Though, in the face of these figures, 
the ‘Foreign Operation Administration state the dollar 
value of the free world trade with China was less than 
in 1958. 

Senator McClellan recalled that Far astern Enterprises, 
Ltd., which has apparently char'~red the Aruba, was one of 
the several concerns operating from Hongkong which was 
found by his committee two years ago to be owned and 
controlled by Chinese Communists. 

“Moat of these companies,” he enid, “are still operating 
and this trip of the Aruba dramatises the price we are paying 
for the protection the British crown colony of Hongkong 
ia giving them.” ioe 

He also quoted the State Department as saying that o fow 
American patrol vessela operating in the area had ordors to 
give all assistance they could to British merchant ships that 
encountered interference or difficultics—The Times News 
Service (Copyright).

SUM apporently running true 
to type, Nkrumah came to 
London, where he registered as 
n student at the London School 
of Exonomics, a place where 
left-w ing plilosophics pre- 
ponderated.

The “L.S.E." could not give 
him what he wanted, and he 
switched to University College, 
Lorion, to study for an honours 
degree in philosophy. But again 
he changed his mind and asked 
permission to take a different 
course, He failed to complete 
it. 

He lived in poor lodgings and 
spent his time with other 
African “exiles”, in cheap cafes, 
‘passionately arguing the future 
of the coloured races. 

Then, after twelve years 
away from home, came the 
turning point in his carecr, Dr 
Danquah, an elderly and cul- 
tured barrister on the Gold 
Coast, was forming a nationalist 
porty. He wanted Nkrumah

HEN today’s hand wag play- 

ed jn a recent tournament, 
West doubled two hearts with 
more enthuslasm than discre- 
tion, The double would bo very

Yet, despite continuous pres- 
sure, tt has taken the FA over 
half a century to act,

Hearing: commenced before the Full Court this morning of an appeal 
brought by Dr Ng Yuk-kin, 49, medical practitioner formerly of No. 436 
Nathan Road, first floor, against his conviction on a charge of rape. 

Appellant was found guilty by a Special Jury on December 13 last 


year of raping Tam Shun, 24-year-old spinster, at his address on August 
28, 1964, and was sentenced by Mr Justice ©. W. Reece, Puisne Judge, to 


five years’ hard labour. 


The Full Court comprised Mr 
Justice T. J, Gould (acting Chief 
Justice), Mr Justice J. R. Gregg 
(Puisno Judge), and Mr Justice 
J, Wicks (acting Puisne Judge). 

Mr Brook A. Bernacchl, in- 
structed by Mr M. A. da Siva, 
of Messrs M. A. da Silva und 
Co., is uppearing for appellant. 
The Crown is represented by Mr 
W. A. Biatr-Kerr, Sontor Crown 
OCounse!, Det.-Insp. W. Watson,
